@ tewn.” The facts are over- 
whelmingly against it. Recent 
experiments in local option does 


not bear this out, Most public 
bars handle over fifty or a hun- 
dred dollars daily, some of them 
in Alberta several hundreds, At 
least 80 per cent. of this would 
go into legitimate channels of 
trade if the bar was discontinu- 
ed. It simply means so0 much 
out of the merchant and trades- 
men’s hands, Those who imbibe 
most freely are often the ones 
who stand the business man off 
as he must pay oash for his 
drinks. 

The public bar may mean a 
small addition to the public re- 
venue yearly, but when we offset 
it with the time lost by drink- 
ers to excess, by the decreased 
efficiency of work, the preval- 
ence of crime, pauperism, and 
insanity traceable to the open 
saloon and the bad debts in- 
curred by the excessive drinker, 
the bar becomes a debtor to 
the community. No mah would 
think of burning his house 
down to boil his kettle. 

The public bar is today voted 
a nuisance and is becoming in- 
creasingly unpopular. The li- 
quor traffic is an acknowledged 
evil. The only reasonable and 
moral way is suppress it—not 
license it. Every licensed bar is 
doing so much more to perpetu- 
ate an evil and make it respect- 
able and so draw more and 
more recruits towards it. Make 
the bar an outlaw and shame- 
ful, and in time you can kill the 


traffic by withdrawing support 
from it.

t is quite important that al- 
falfa be sown on land that con- 
tains some stored water. ; . 
enables the young alfalfa. 
to its roots down wit 
rapwdly during the first hula 
and a good foundatign is laid 
for the development of an ex- 
tensive root system, which is 
important if alfalfa is to flour- 
ish under our -dry land condi- 
tions. ' 

If alfalfa is sown on soil that 
contains no stored water, then 
the plahts will be stunted the 
first season, the tap root will 
not. develop..as it should, and 
the crop nray be shortened for 
several years, 

It is apparent that most of 
our up-land prairie soils wil 
need inoculation. It is neces- 
sary se ripyins be found in the 
soil. Hf they are not there na- 
turally they must be put there. 
This planting of bacterfa is_oal- 
led * ‘inoculation.’ The best 
and. safest method is to se- 
cure dirt from a successful al- 
falfa field. This dirt should be 
sowed over the field at the rate 
of 200 or 300 pounds per acre, 
upon a cloudy day, harrow 

in. Sunshine is injurious to 
the germs. An advantage in 
starting with a small patch of 
alfalfa is that when the patch 
is well inoculated a farmer has 
an abundance of alfalfa  cirt 
to inoculate larger areas. 

Our experience with the 
Grimm alfalfa leads us to recom 
mend this variety for most nor- 
thern areas. Care should 
pee to a saree ‘Grimm of 

wh gen ess, as there are 

dealers who are offering _com- 
mon alfatiet seed as genuine 
Grintim. South Dakota or Mon 
tana seed is of second choice. 

Alfalfa seed should be of good 


grew? It should germimate 
0 per cent. or more and should 
be free from foul weed seeds. 


Care should be taken to secure 
alfalfa seed free from dodder. 
Alfalfa seed may be sent to 
seed commissioner, Agricultural 
College, North Dakota, for in- 
spection. 

Seeding is best 
May or in early June. Late in 
May one has had a chance’ to 
kill weeds in the field which is 
designed for alfalfa, and also 
rains are generally abundant, 
to hasten the growth of the 
plant. Alfalfa should be sown 
without a nurse crop, especially 
if the ground is clean. Seed is 
best sown with a drill at a 
dapth of one inch, or even 
inenes in hght soil. 

Ths is a very important point 
in semi-arid districts. It is ne- 
cessary that the alfalfa stand | 
be thin where the rainfall is li 
mited in order that the 
system may attain excellent de- 
velopment.
